The 
convention has instructed the Governor to dismiss 
all sold.era from service over thirty- five years of 
age; an set proposed by Kenneth Raynor punish 
ing sedition and rebellion against the Confederate 
Government was voted down by a large majority; 
Hon. William A Graham has been put forward as 
a candidate for Governor in a manner which show's 
that he and his friends are Unionists, and the 
newspapers at the seat of government are openly 
fighting the secessionists. In addition to this 
Union meetings are being held in various parts of 
the State, and home guards organized to keep 
down the local secessionists. 



Emancipation of Slaves in the Dutch Col- 
onies.— All slaves in the Dutch West India Col- 
onies will be set free on the 1st of July, 18G3, un- 
der the following conditions: The compensa- 
tion of three hundred guilders is to be paid to 
the owner of each slave — whether man, woman, 
or child— and the slaves are to remain uuder an 
apprenticeship for a term of threo years, during 
which time they are to be paid wages for their 
work, half of such wages to accrue to the Gov- 
ernment. The Du ch Government will grant two 
millions of guilders par annum for emigration. 
The Dutch possessions in America are Guiana, SL 
Eustatius, Curacoa, St. Martin, and Saba. Gui- 
ana contains a population of fifteen thousand souls 
and thirty-seven thousand five hundred blacks. 
St. Eustatius, a leeward island, has five thousand 
whites and twenty thousand blacks. 

^■Soloman Sturgis, the banker of Chicago, 
has been pronounced insane. His son, George 
Sturgis, filed a petition in the Circuit Court of 
Cook county, setting forth his insanity and re- 
questing that a jary de lunatico inquirendo be 
summoned to decide the question. This was ac- 
cordingly done, and the result was above stated. 
Mr. Sturgis is a gentleman of great wealth, and 
since the commencement of the war has supported 
the Government most liberally. Whole compa- 
nies have been equipped at his expense. The 
great men'al toil be has undergone in the trans- 
action of his business, together with the distract- 
ed condition of the country, has rendered him a 
monomaniac. A committee has been appointed to 
take c large of his property. 

A Liberal Offering to the Pope —The 
offerings (f the Catholics of the Diocese of New 
York to the Pope, in AngU9^ I860, amounted to 
$53,000. The Metropolitan Record says : “ It 
will be gratifying to all who contributed to learn 
that their names, even including those of the chil- 
dren, have been engrossed on a gigantic sheet, 
under the heads of the several churches to which 
they belong, and that this sheet, beautifully deco- 
rated and mounted on a roller, has been sent to 
Rome, and will be presented by the Mo3t Rev. 
Archbishop in person to the Holy Father. When 
anrolled the whole documont extends nearly a 
mile in length."

«6T Major General Wool has awarded the con- 
tract for raising and caving the remains cf the 
Merrimac, as well as all other wrecks in Norfolk 
harbor, to Mr. Sanborn, the present agent of the 
Adams Express Company for the Army of the 
Potomac. Measures will be taken at once to 
commenco on the Merrimac.

THE FEDERAL UNION— DOCTRINES 
OF THE ABOLITION ANARCHISTS 
AND THEIR REFUTATION. 

NUMBER III. 

“For lu the very torrent, tempest, and whirlwind of 
vour passion you must acquire aud beget a temperance 
that may give it smoothucaa." -Hamlet to the z>lxyers. 

Oar political actors know but little of “tem- 
perance" or “smoothness." They generally 
“tear tho passion into tatters" to “split the 
cars of tho groundlings." 

We have pointed out the intemperate folly 
of Southern politicians, who, in seeking po- 
litical ascendency and greater breadth of sway, 
madly w ithdrew their local institutions from 
tho impregnable defences of the Constitution 
to engage in a hopeless struggle for a most 
needless and unwise territorial extension — 
grasping at a tempting fruit which turned to 
ashes and bitterness upon their lips when first 
tasted upon the plains of Kansas. 

Failing utterly in their aims, they have mul- 
tiplied by tenfold the number of their enemies 
and kindled into a fiercer glow the most for- 
midable fanatical delusion which has yet 
threatened our republic — the opinion that ne 
gro slavery is incompatible with liberty, union, 
and peace — a delusion which could never have 
gained any currency but for tho previous poli- 
cy of tho slavery extensionists. 

Having briefly disposed of the Southern er- 
ror — an error which in a few years mint be 
thoroughly and fearfully obliterated — let us 
look now to the Northern errors which threat- 
en seriously and permanently the welfare and 
peace of the nation. 

The opinion that Southern institutions arc 
the cause of secession or rebellion and that 
their annihilation is necessary to the successful 
restoration of the Union is one of those frenzied 
doctrines which spread abroad in revolutiona- 
ry times and accelerate the work of bloodshed 
and anarchy. It was this latent hostility to 
Southern institutions, now so fully developed, 
which gave life and power and military zeal 
to the Southern movement, and tho prevalence 
of such a spirit must render tho restoration of 
the Union and lasting peace impossible. The 
determination of a Northern sectional party to 
make war on Southern institutions, or to make 
“effective aggression" by personal denun- 
ciation, by incendiary publications, by invoking 
European aid and sympathy, by unconstitu- 
tional legislaiion, by overthrowing or corrupt- 
ing the Supreme Court, and by trampling in 
the dust the solemn bond and sworn pledge of 
the entire nation, the Constitution of the 
United States, is so utterly incompatible not 
only with uilion and peace but with all hon- 
esty among men and all hopes of permanent 
liberty and justice, that we are impelled by 
every patriotic eijotion to endeavor to unde- 
ceive those honest and patriotic citizens who 
have been led by a series of ingenious false, 
hoods and plausible but malignant perversions 
of the truth to 9yrapathiz3 with this dangerous 
and destructive movement. • 

We know the magnitude of the task we un- 
dertake — we know the strong and deep founda- 
tions of early educational prejudice mingled 
with the strongest and purest moral convic- 
tions, upon which has been reared from foul 
and false materials the huge fortress of sec- 
tional hostility by men who in defiance of tho 
admonitions of Washington, have, with per- 
severing industry labored for half a century to 
alienate the North from the South. 

The sectional party which has so ne^ly 
overwhelmed tho Northern States and co-ope- 
rated with Southern sectionalism in under- 
mining the foundations of the Union, has been 
established and sustained by means of a series 
of bold and brazen falsehoods which have by 
constant repetition, by endless misrepresenta- 
tion, by ingenious tricks with statistics, and by 
untiring malignity in slander, vituperation, 
ill-natured gossip, and political slang, gained 
so much of currency and credence as to pass 
with many for incontrovertible truths. 

Haifa century of industrious fanaticism and 
two campaigns of a powerful political party, 
devoted to the great work of building up sec- 
tional hostility by all the art9 of slander, hare 
produced momontous results. 

The following propositions present in com- 
prehensive language the systematized false- 
hoods which have been used to poison tho pub- 
lic mind. But a few years since the men who 
propagated such views were driven from pub- 
lic sight by universal hisses, or if they were 
not sufficient, by stones and rotten eggs. Now, 
however, the same men may come forth and 
“ tear a passion into tatters ” with no little 
applause. Even such negro insurrectionists 
as Jim Lane and Joshua R. Giddings ride high 
on tho billows of party frenzy. 

1st. That negro slavery is a sin or crime of 
the deepest dye, condemnod by John Wesley 
as “ the sum of* all the viUanies ” condemned 
by religion, and ranking with robbery and 
piracy in guilt. 

2d. That negro slavery being a barbarism 
and a crime, necessarily and everywhere gives 
the society in which it exists a barbarous, cor- 
rupt, violent, and unprincipled character, and 
is incompatible with morals, religion, educa- 
tion, and refinement. 

3i. That slave labor, being compulsory, is 
necessarily indolent and unskilful, and gives 
to the community in which it exists the samo 
characteristics, destroying enterprise and cov- 
ering the land with poverty and barbarism. 

4th. That negro slave labor renders industry 
disreputable, and degrades the white laborer 
to tho level of the negro. Consequently it is 
necessary that laboring men, if they would 
sustain their own manhood, should resist with 
all their might tho diffusion of slavery, and 
should curb its influence as a political clement 
seeking their degradation. 

T»th. That tho fifteen Southern or slave 
States of the Union aro in moat respects the 
counterpart of the Barbary States of Africa, 
and that nothing but the total eradication of 
slavery can render them prosperous, moral, or 
respectable. 

Gth. That the toleration of negro slavery in 
any Unitod States territory would wither its 
prosperity, rain its morals, and exclude the 
emigration of free labor, thereby depriving 
the North of its share in the common territory 
of the nation. 

7th. That negro slavery and white freedom 
are incompatible, and the former must be 
eradicated before we can fulfil our destiny as 
guardians and representatives of political lib- 
erty. That negro slavery and negro freedom 
in different States, under the Federal Constitu- 
tion, are so utterly incompatible that an en- 
during “ irrepressible conflict” must go on be- 
tween them until either slavery shall be extin- 
guished or tho Northern States shall again 
be opened to the admission of negro slavery. 

8th. That the Federal Government has the 
power connected with the duty to legislate 
against slavery in such a manner as to secure 
its ultimate extinction, and that the intimate 
connection between slavery and rebellion ren- 
dat3 every blow against slavery beneficial to 
the restoration and preservation of the Union. 
In short the annihilation of slavery iB the only 
sound policy to save the Union. 

9th. The present duty of the Government is 
“subjugation, confiscation, and emancipation." 
To accomplish these objects wo should consider 
the Constitution suspended till the close; of the 
war, and then wo should have a more consoli- 
dated Government and a standing army of 
overawing magnitude. 

In none of these propositions is there more 
than a semblance of truth — in the whole there 
is enough of falsehood, dishonosty, anarchy, 
and political poison to degrade, disorganize, 



and ruin tho greatest republic the world has 
yet seen. The whole nine propositions adhere 
together as parts of one creed or opinions of 
one party, and we shall take them by tho broad- 
side. They are the fair expression of that 
Pharisaical lawlessness which is called higher 
law becaoae it sets itself above all law. 

Wo must adhere to some fixed standard of 
morals and of law— to our solemn constitution- 
al pledges and to existing ve3ted rights, or else 
cut loose from all political principle and 
honesty. The human mind well balanced and 
enlightened inclines to law and order — to con- 
stitutional liberty; but when it breaks loose 
from those, it runs riot in sans culotte equality, 
mulatto fraternity, and liberty without law, 
which is anarchy or rather the reign of the 
Devil. 

In opposition to this whole system of sec- 
tioual slander, pharisaic religion, lawless en- 
croachment, and brute force, we hold up the 
B:ble as the standard of eternal right, the 
Constitution of the United States as tho su- 
preme law of the land, and the official records 
of our country’s growth aud condition, as the 
criterion of the facts which are at issue between 
abolition anarchists and Washingtonian con- 
servatives. 

We propose to show by these unquestionable 
authorities that it is neither a sin nor a crime 
to hold an inferior race in servitude under 
proper conditions. That slaveholding society 
in the United States, instead of being barbar- 
ized, will compare most favorably in intelli- 
gence, refinement, and morals with tho very 
best society tho world has seen. 

That slave labor instead of being an impov- 
erishing curse has really produced and is pro- 
ducing enormou3 wealth aud rapid progress iu 
tho career of national greatness. 

That the white laborer is generally benefited 
by tho presence of negro slavery, and the white 
woman improved in many of the most c’ arm- 
ing attributes of the sex. 

That the fifteen Southern or slave States 
have presented a more satisfactory condition 
of general comfort, happiness, intelligence, 
and constitutional liberty, and in many re- 
spects a nobler development of the human race 
than has ever before been recorded by history. 

That the negro slave labor of the South is 
an essential portion of the great scheme of na- 
tional production and progress, co-operating 
harmoniously with the manufacturing industry 
of the North, each building up the other’s 
wealth, and that, so far from any conflict being 
necessary between Northern and Southern 
society, the Constitution fixes each in its pro- 
per bounds, and conflict is as impossible be- 
tween tho States in their constitutional bounds 
as in the solar system it would be between 
Jupiter and Saturn, and finally— 

That the Federal Government cannot, with- 
out a scandalous breach of faith and violation 
of law, interfere with State institutions, and 
that all such efforts are but the introduction of 
anarchy and violation of the solemn pledges of 
every member of the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments for the last seventy years. 

If by establishing these propositions we shall 
be able to show that tho interests of the North 
and South are united — that they are really 
brothers of one great family, linked together 
for better or worse in their future destiny, and 
that all the alienation and hostility between 
them has been produced by foul-tonguod slan- 
der and the machinations of political adven- 
turers, wc shall bo removing the main hin- 
drance to the reconstruction and perpetuity of 
the Union. 

The most extreme Northern and Southern 
States have a vital interest in each other’s 
prosperity, and were they alike wise — were 
they relieved from the mists of local prejudice 
and the memory of their angry conflicts, they 
would stand side by side in tho halls of Con- 
gress, firmly and kindly upholding each oth- 
er’s rights and honor. 

There are about ten thousand contrabands, 
including all classes, on the blunda of St. Helena, 
Port Royal, Ladies, Dawfaekie, Hilton Head, and 
a fow others, and they have planted about three 
thonsand ceres of corn, potatoes, and vegetables.

Rebel Steamer and Cargo Captured. — 
Cons. Millar, the graphic flotilla correspondent of 
the Cincinnati Commercial, wrote as follows on 
the 27th May: 

Oa Wednesday last a detachment of 150 men of 
Col. Daniels’s 1st Wisconsin cavalry, located on 
the road between Bloomfield and Kennott, Mo., 
by a rapid march suddenly and unexpectedly 
dashed into Hornersville, Mo , three miles above 
the Arkansas State line, on Little river, and cap- 
tnred the stem- wheel steamer D. B. Miller, built 
at Pittsburg, Penn., less than two years since. It 
appears that the Miller was laden with sugar, mo- 
lasses, and some little whisky — the cargo being 
valued at $12,000. She had left Memphis and 
preceded up tbe St. Francis river, which empties 
into the Mississippi ninety miles below Memphis, 
and thence into Little river, the intention being 
to exchange her freight for beef, podt, &c , for 
the use of the Confederate army, file cargo is 
now being conveyed to Bloomflold and Cape Gi- 
rardeau, by teams belonging to the enemy, which 
hive been pressed into the service for this special 
duty. 

When our cavalry arrived at a point opposite 
to where tbe steamer was lying, her officers tried 
to back her away, and had proceeded a few yards, 
when, failing to obey an order to come to and 
surrender, the cavalry fired a six pounder across 
her bow. She next received two ehots amidship. 
the balls passing through the engine room and 
between the decks. The engineer, from Padu 
cab, received a flesh wound tLrough the left 
wrist. A Colonel named Lewis, who has two 
children residing near New Madrid, while en- 
deavoring to escape in a canoe, was shot and 
killed instantly. He was on furlough, and re- 
turning to Missouri after a visit down South. A 
Lieutenant Colonel, two Cap ains, and ten pris- 
oners was the result of the capture outside of the 
boat. The prisoners were sent to Kencett. The 
D. B. Miller is worth fifteen thousand dol- 
lars at least, and was originally built for 
the Red River trade, but subsequently went into 
the Arkansas trado, and was finally in the Con- 
federate transport service at Memphis. The lieu- 
tenant and two other men belrnging to the First 
Wisconsin cavalry, who brought the intelligence 
of the capture of this prize steamer, came across 
the country disguised as Confederate soldiers, 
passing through tho heart of rebeldom. They de- 
serve credit, together with the entire cavalry 
company, for their very efficient service. Com 
modore Davis, of onr flotilla, recommends th* 
burning of the boat after forwarding the cargo to 
some safo point. The Commodore, knowing the 
boat is in the enemy’s country, very properly 
suggests her destruc'ion, as the value of a useless 
Confederate steamer i9 not to be compired with 
the life of one of our gallant, loyal soldiers, such 
as compose Daniels’s noble command. 

A detachment of this same First Wisconsin 
Cavalry, on Friday week, while out foraging for 
their pick near or north of Bloomfield, encoun- 
tered the onemy on the road, who lay in ambush. 
Our boys were guided by a “Missouri militiaman," 
a no-account sort of a “Union” soldier, who at 
the first shot leaped from hi3 horse, and, in the 
language of onr informant, “pplit for covei ’ be- 
hind a tall cypress tree. Col. Pheland (or Fe- 
land), commanding the rebel troops, known as 
PheUnd’s Mounted Infantry, having pkedaddled 
at the first fire — deserted his command — was 
found lying on hi9 back in a ravine, lie surren- 
dered when one of Dauiels’s cavalry approached 
him. He cried for quarters, and ingloriously sur- 
rendered, notwithstanding he was armed with a 
magnificent silver mounted revolving rifl«, which, 
afier he wa9 taken, he offered the sum of $150 to 
Colonel Daniels if he would permit him to re 
tain it. 

Bushwhacking in Louisiana.— A correspon- 
dent writing from New Orleans saye: 

I have just heard tf tho cold blocded assassina- 
tion of two of our men near Terrebonne Station, 
some sixty miles from here. A detachment had 
captured a cotton loaded schooner in one of the 
bayou*, and all had gone aboard with the excep-* 
tion of four, who were returning to Terrebonne 
Station in a wagon with two negroes, when they 
were tired upon from the woods by concealed reb- 
els. Two were iastantly killed, one wounded 
and taken prisoner, and one escaped. One of the 
murdered men was named George Miller, from 
Marion county, Indiana, of company F; the other 
belonged to company G. The wound jd man is 
supposed to be Self, company A. A detach- 

ment of three hundred men is jast starting out to 
try and recover the wounded man, and if possible 
secure his murderers. 



£9*Col. C. A. Marshall ftels compelled, from 
physical incapacity, to decline taking command of 
the Home Guards cf Mason county.

The nearer we approach Richmond the more 
violent and bit fo r i* the feeling exhibited toward 
the North. Dr. Gaine?, the owner of the^roueds 
upon which our cam,) is located, is tbe most un- 
blushing, undaunted, and defiant rebel that we 
have yet encountored. His resider.c j, surrounded 
by ch.ico fruit and ornamental tree*, with a mag- 
nificent flower garden between i' and the avenue, 
is one of the most attractive that can be fou ad iu 
the State. 

His lauds extend over large area comprising 
hundreds of acres, and at his heck and call he has 
nearly a hut dred and fifty slaves, who, however, 
at the present time are more willing to serve the 
Union soldiers than obey his own commands Iu 
his storehouses wo found a large quantity of corn 
and who it, which we appropriated to our own use. 

In pay in. at tbs Ooinuiis3ary tendered him a re- 
ce pt, but he refused r«> accept it, declaring it 
wau worthier p»per, and ha would not be encum- 
bered with it. 11« was informed, by order of 
Gen. StonemaD, that ualesi he took the receipt 
he ueed never expjet to be recompensed by Gov- 
ernment for the properly taken He psr&iVed ia 
his refu lal, and will j ostly lose the wbolo of his 
grain 

Notwithstanding Dr. Gaines's rank 9ecersion 
proclivities, a strong guard h»9 bieu stationed 
rouod all hi i property, and no one is allowed to 
injure it in the least. For tbn humane act the 
traitor ij exceedingly ungrateful and indulges in 
the most insulting expressions, not hesitating to 
proclaim that we are vandals aod vampires, and 
cherishes the hope that not a man of in will ever 
leive Virginia soil alive. 

A man namad Ilogan, who lives in a houae ad 
joining that of the doctor’s, and who has five sons 
iu the rebel rrmy, entertains views no less faver 
able to tho rebels. In payment for some com flood 
ity, one if our soldiers offered bim Treasury 
notes, which he decline 1 to take, and pushed them 
aside in tbe moat offend va manner. 

By chatce the soldier had in his possession 
abou’ $50 in value (recording to rebel reckoning) 
of necdsh notes, which he had purchased for a 
trill. og f-u:r, a portion of which he gave Ilogan, 
who accepted it, and returned the change in tbo 
same kind of money. 

Butler’s Order about Women. — A corres- 
pondent of the N. Y. Herald, writing from New 
Orleans, fays: 

Tho condcc* t f the wornon (l mean those who 
weaf ■•purploacd lino linen,” and are popularly 
&upp03fd to be ladies) is disgusting, and not cal- 
culate! to strengthen one’s faith in the possession 
of ccmrnon seneu by the sox. Intrenching them 
Solves behind the immunities which the gallantry 
of our country mon has ever a ccorded them, they 
insult aod sneer at our officers and men contin- 
ually, aul commit acts which would injure six 
months' hard labor at the forts ton man guilty 
of like ac ions. 

Gen. Butler soon after issued his order — already 
published in tbo Gazette — ordering women intuit- 
ing our soldiers to be treated as “prostitutes ply- 
ing their avocation.” By this he intended that, 
as bj f a city ordinance prostitutes should be lent 
to the calaboose, other disorderly women should 
bo subjected to a like punishment. I'he order 
was sdQt to the True Delta, which published it 
with a very bad grace. The Mayor was also very 
angry, and addressed a letter to Gen. Butler, iu 
which he said, ‘ Your general order is of a charac- 
ter so extraordinary, that 1 cannot suffer it to bo 
promulgated without protesting against the threat 
it contains, which has already aroused the pas- 
sions of our people, and must oxasperate them to 
adfg'eo beyond control.” ne then went onto 
say that its phraseology was such that officers 
and mon could put the worst construction oa it, 
that he did not anticipate a war on women aDd 
children, &c. To this Gen. Butler roplied : 

“IIeadquartkls Department or the Gulf,) 
New Orleans, May IS, 1882. j 
“John T. Monro.*, late Mayor of tbe Gity of 
New Orleans, i9 relieved from all responsibility 
for the peace of the city, and is suspended from 
the oxercise of any official functions and commit- 
ted to Fort Jackson until further ordors. 

- B. F. BUTLER, 

“Major General Commanding. ’ 
Thii order brought the Mayor to headquarters 
in a hurry. He apologized, and after a severe 
lecture the General let him off, on his written 
statement that his communication having been 
sent under a mistake of facts and improperly 
worded ho withdrew it. 

Not long after he repented of his apology, and 
cilledat beadquirters for the purpo e of with- 
drawing it, and of aguin aiking a modification of 
the order. The General told him unequivocally 
that he had nothing to modify, that he would not 
withdraw the order if he could, and could not if 
he would; hut. at his riqiest, would allow him to 
publish tho offensive loiter and apology, and add 
that the older applied only to those women who 
had intuited, by word, lo k, or gesture, the offi- 
cers and soldiers of the United States army. 

The Mayor left, bnt afterward sent another 
letter, tho counterpart of the tir.et; and on tho 
morning of lha 19 b, in company wiih several of 
hia friend?, including Judge Ktiunedy, John Mc- 
Clellan, Chief if Police, aud D. G. Dux can, 
again demanded tbe right to withdraw his apolo- 
gy. I’he General, who had in view some treu 
sonable acts of the Mayor, as well as bis coLduct 
in regard to th6 order, told him that ho had play- 
ed with the United States authority long onough, 
and must now go to Fort Jackson. His friends 
sharing in his opinions, were dispatched thither 
also.

Passed at the Second Session of the Thirty seventh 
Congress. 

| Public — No. 73 j 

AN ACT to provide for tne settlement of the 
accounts of John A. Smith, clerk of the circuit 
court and crimioal court tf the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Re it enactedbu the Senate and House of Rep 
resent atires of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That in all settlements of ac- 
counts for foe3, emolument?, and allowances by 
the clerk of the circuit and criminal courts of the 
District of Columbia, the accounting officors of 
the Troasuiy shall not hold said clerk responsible 
for any fees or charges not actually collected by 
him from the parties liable therefor, whenever the 
failure to mike such collection shall be shown to 
result from the insolvency, non-rosiderce, or 
Other inability of tho parties liable therefor ; and 
the affidavit cf said clerk that he has in vain u*td 
dus di ig*-nco to collect said fees, accompanied by 
a certificate of the district attorney that he be 
lieves the money cannot, by due diligence, bo col- 
lided, shall be held at.d deemed sufficient proof 
for the allowance to ? aid cleik of all foei and 
charges rot actually collected by' him ; and sai t 
cloik shall thereupon be entitled to a credit in all 
settlements of his accounts heretofore made, in 
which he is charged for said ui collected fees, anl 
said former settlements are hereby opened for 
the purpose of giving him :a’d credit upon hia 
affiluvii and the certificate of the district at t<>r 
ney being produced to the proper accounting tffi 
cers in support i f the credit so claimed by him. 
v Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That tho 
clerk of the said circuit and criminal courts of the 
District of Columbia shall bo credited io all set 
tlements of accounts (made heretofore or which 
may be made hereafter) out of the fees collected 
by bim, or due to him, a salary of twenty-five 
hunarod dollars p3r annum for his services as clerk 
of said criminal court during the psriol ia which 
he has received no compensation for his said ser- 
vice? ; and in all settlements mado, or to be made, 
he shall be all wed out of his said fees collected 
by or due to him, in either of said courts, his 
proper and legal allowances, and all proper ex 
pMise ; and it shall be the duty of the proper ac- 
counting officers to restate all former settlements 
of said accounts and settle the same in conformity' 
with the provisions of this act. 

S c. 3 And be it further enacted , That all laws 
and pirt9 of laws inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 
Approved, May' 26, 1862.

AN ACT to amend an act entitled “An act mak 
ing appropriations for the service of the Post- 
office Department during the fiscal year ending 
the thirtieth of June, eighteen hundred and 
frixty- three," approved April seventeen, eigh- 
teen hundred aud fixty-two. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Pep 
resentatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the provision of the first 
section of tho act eatitltd “An act making ap- 
propriations for the service of the Poatoffice I)o- 
pirtment during the fiscal year ending the thir- 
tieth of June, eighteen hundred and sixty-three, " 
approved April seventeenth, eighteen hundrel 
and sixty-two, which appropriates the sum of 
eight thousand eight hundred dollars “for com- 
pensation of twenty-five additional clerks in the 
Posti ffice Department, authorized by the “Act to 
promote tho efficiency of the dead letter office," 
approved January twenty- first, eighteen hundred 
and aixty-two, from tbe date of their appointment 
to the thirtieth of June, eighteen hundred and 
sixty-two, be and tho same is hereby so amended 
that the said sum of eight thousand eight hundred 
dollars shall be payable out of the appropriation 
made out of any money' in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to supply deficiencies ia 
the revenue of the Postoffice Department for the 
year ending the thirtieth of Juno, eighteen hun-

*3- United States stocks and treasury notes 
are four to five per cent above par, and the 
securities of all the loyal States show but 
little if any depression, consequent upon tho 
immense outlay rendered necessary to suppress 
the insurrection against the government. It 
we had been told a year ago that hundreds of 
millions of dollars would become necessary to 
carry on the war, we should have dreaded the 
effects upon the business of tho country. But 
while the public credit is upon a firm and 
apparently enduring basis, tho financial 
standing of our merchants is as solvent and 
trade as prosperous as if we were in the 
enjoyment of profound peace. The world has 
never before seen such a spectaclo of the 
self-sustaining power of a nation; in fact no 
government but a republic, bfl&ed upon a writ- 
ten constitution, and held together by the de- 
voted love of its people, could stand such a 
sudden and heavy dr.ft upon its resources. 
European monarchies have to go to the Roths- 
childs and Barings and Hopes for their sin- 
ews of war, but in the United States they are 
self-created; to vary the idea applied to Alex- 
ander Hamilton as a skilful financier, the 
rock of patriotism has been touched, and 
streams of supplies have gushed from its 
bosom. Millions upon millions of Fed- 
eral treasury notes are issued as the wants 
of the government require, and instead of be- 
ing depressed on the stock market or broker's 
boards, they are eagerly sought for and com- 
mand a handsome premium. This prosperous 
state of affairs exists at a time when there is 
little, if any, foreign investment in our securi- 
ties ; but when the mists of prejudice have 
passed from before the eyes of Europe, we 
shall have its buyers in our market again, 
and the competition thus created will stimulate 
a still further advance in tho price of our Fede- 
ral securities. There never was a standard of 
value attached to a government which showed 
itself more decidedly, unmistakably, and self- 
roliantly than tho present premium on Ameri- 
can stocks and treasury notes. It is instinct 
with patriotism, and speaks most eloquently 
the determination that the Union shall be pre- 
seived for our children, as it was transmitted 
to us by our fathers. 

With these evidences of integral strength 
and general eon fid; nee, our country presents 
another novel spectacle to the world, which is 
that the representatives of the people are im- 
posing a system of direct taxation upon the 
pecplo with their own consent, and tho clamor 
is setting against Congress becauso it does not 
act more promptly in preparing the necessary 
enactments. While tho country is compelled 
to increase its indebtedness, the means for 
meeting tho interest and forsecuring a sinking 
fund for the ultimate redemption of tho princi- 
pal are prepared as a necessary portion of the 
general plan, and it is the knowledge of these 
things that imparts value and stability 
to the government securities. The financial 
foresight of the Hon. Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry has b?cn more than confirmed by the ad- 
mirable working of the system which he pro- 
posed at the opening of Congress in his annual 
report. Wo have nearly passed through 
great and entire change in tho currency of the 
country, and through the voluntary action of 
the existing institutions the transition from a 
currency heterogeneous, unequal, and unsafe 
to one uniform, equal, and safe, will be speedi- 
ly and almost imperceptibly accomplished. 
What would have convulsed any nation in 
Europe and produced revolution, has been 
here effected as silently as the falling of the 
dew, and the energy, the devotedness, the 
patriotism, and the self-sacrifice of the people 
of the United States, will constitute their his- 
toric jewels,

On the 5th of last September, the Legisla- 
ture being in session, Speaker Buckner laid 
before the House of Representatives the fol- 
lowing message, received by telegraph : 

Cairo, 8ept. 5, 1861. 

To Speaker of Bouse and President of Senate : 

1 regret to inform you that Confederate forces 
in considerable numbers have invaded tbe terii 
tory of Kentucky, and are occupying and fortity 
ing strong positions at Uickmau and Chalk Bluffs 
U. S. (IRAN 1', Brig. lion. 

The previous day, that is, on September 4, 
Gen. Folk issued his proclamation at Colum- 
bus, in which he said, “it has become a mili- 
tary necessity with the delence of the territory 
of the Confederate States that the Confederate 
forces occupy Columbus in advance." As soon 
as this was effected, a Confederate forco of 
nearly -1,000 men advanced on Paducah to 
seize it, but at eleven o’clock on the 6th of 
Sept^hber General Grant arrived there from 
Cairo with two infantry regiments, one com- 
pany of light artillery, and two gunboats, and 
anticipated their movements. It is idle for the 
secessionists to deny these facts; for they are 
indelibly written in the history of the rebellion. 

(ST The Memphis Avalancho says, that, on 
Jeff' Davis’s fast day, the sun shone fiercely 
through the dust at Memphis and at “midday 
presented a wrath-blurred crown of red which 
superstition might shudder to behold.” We 
have no doubt the sun looked thus throughout 
the whole rebel Confederacy. 

(^Congress seems to be giving a good dea 
of its attention to the acts of the Executive 
Department of the Government. We some- 
times think, that, if the Executive could le- 
gally take Congress in hand, it would be all 
the better for the country. 

O" The bellB of tho rebel Confederacy have 
been cast into cannon, but wo doubt whether 
they will ever make as mueh noise in their 
new shape as they did in their old one. 

CaTThe rebellion will very soon go under 
unless armies will fight not only without money 
but without food. 



fgr A correspondent, whose communica- 
tion we published yesterday, remarks with 
just severity upon a late telegraphic des- 
patch professing to embody a letter from a 
merchant in New Orleans, recommending the 
abolition of slavery and tho establishment of 
a military despotism in tho South. We in- 
cline to think with our correspondent that the 
letter is a forgery. If it is not, wo fully agree 
with our correspondent that the writer is a 
public enemy and deserves to be dealt with as 
such. Whoever at this juncture contributes 
either to identify apparently the Union men of 
tho South with the abolitionists of the North 
or in any other mode to encourage the latter 
in their treasonable schemes is in effect if not 
otherwise a mortal enemy of the government. 
In the one case, he helps to disable tho South- 
ern friends of the government, and, in the 
other, he helps to strengthen the Northern 
enemies of the government. The author of 
the letter in question, be tho letter spurious or 
authentic, has done both, and, according to 
every ju6t view of accountability, morits the 
swift attention of the authorities. Whether 
he be an abolitionist and a forger or a simple 
abolitionist, he is a mischief-maker of the 
most malignant typo. 

In this relation we think wo cannot do better 
than to copy from tho Boston Post a recent 
letter from Nashville, with the very sensible 
comments of the Post thereon. The letter is 
dated the 15th of May. It is as follows: 

The confiscation act. as proposed, is working 
fearfully. I have the best authority for stating 
that thousands in the rebel army would cheerfully 
return to their allegiance if a general amnesty 
proclamation was issued, and thousands in tho 
country would declare for the Union if they wore 
assured of protection from predatory bands. 
Strong measures are demanded to this end, and 
the authorities at Washington cinnot act too 
vigorously in facilitating the operations of Gov. 
Johnson to rrut out lh?9e marauding bandi. 
Eastern Tennessee is loyal in sentiment, and 
is only held down by the military pow- 
er of Jeff Davis. The people there are 
continually appealing to the F'ederal Govem- 
men for assistance. It ii to bo earnestly hoped 
that it will not be long delayed. Preparations 
aro being made for h ld.ng Union mee ings in 
Lebanon, MurfreasGoro’, Columbia and other pla- 
ces. That for Columbia is already advertised 
(June 2 ) In some places the mesiings will have 
to be held at the point of the bayonet, until those 
wbo oppose the Government are made to under- 
stand that it ii merciful and mignanimous, and 
not at all Abolition. Tha hardest fig it the Un- 
ion men here ill Tennessee have is to defend them- 
selves agiinst tho “infernal machiaes” sent down 
South in the shape of Abolition speeches and ac- 
tion in Congress. 

We subjoin tho cimmonts of our Boston 
contemporary. “ Here,” says the Post, “is 
the explanation of the difficulty in tho way of 
the Union men. Nothing can conciliate tbe 
secession leaders ; it is folly to attempt to do 
it; but these “infernal machines” — this aboli- 
tion sentiment and action — are seized hold of 
and made use of to keep up the bitter feeling 
on the part of the people. The letter of Gov. 
Andrew, for instance, will be circulated in 
every town and hamlet; just as copies of the 
New York Tribune are sent South by seces- 
sionists to serve their purposes. Now the 
attempt to conciliate the radicals who hold the 
patent right to manufacture these “infernal 
machines” is just as futile, just as Quixotic, as 
any attempt would be to conciliate tho seces- 
sion leaders. It is astonishing that patriotic 
men do not see this. There is but one proper 
and patriotic course — it is for tho formation of 
a party as wide as the Union and as 
comprehensive in its principles as the 
Constitution, and to push to the wall such 
traitors to their country as North- 
ern and Southern secessionists. When this is 
done, there will be peace for our country. 
Every development of public sentiment shows 
that there will be no peace until this is done. 
On tho heads of theso two elements, Abolition 
and Secession, must rest the responsibility for 
the blood that is now flowing and will flow. 
The sorrowful work of war must go on. The 
Union must be preserved — tho Uuion as it was 
and by means of the Constitution as it is. 
Patriotic citizens of Massachusetts! Standby 
tho glorious local self-government and the 
American nationality of the Fathers, and all 
must come out right! Then the Old Bay 
State will Btand by side of the Northwest." 
In the light of these just and intelligent views, 
to which wo have nothing now to add, the 
evil tendency of the despatch under notice 
stands forth in very distinct outlino. And so 
does tho wickedness of the author or forger. 
Let both bo marked for instruction and for 
warning.

CJT Tho people of Kentucky arc divided be- 
tween two governments, national and state. 
There are adherents of the National Union 
and adherents of the Confederate Government. 
The adherents of the National Union aro also 
adherents of tho Stato Government under the 
constitution of 1849 ; whilst tho adherents of 
tho Confederate Government aro adherents of 
the Provisional Government established in 
1861 at Russellville. Each of these parties 
has sent troops to the field, and a deadly strife 
is being carried on, whilst the adherents of 
each at home are giving active aid and assist- 
ance to their friends in the field and advocating 
their cause at home. 

In August next the adherents of the Con- 
stitutional National and Slate Government, 
in pursuance of law, hold an election for tho 
selection of judicial and ministerial officers, 
and the adherent of the Confederate and Pro- 
visional Government claim the right of run- 
ning candidates and electing them by their 
votes to offices under tho Constitutional State 
and National Government. Is it right to allow 
them to do so? May men lawfully fight in 
one Government and vote and hold office in 
the other against which they aro fighting? 
The statement of the proposition furnishes a 
suitable answer to every right-thinking man, 
The legal wrong of the thing is as easily de- 
monstrated as its moral wrong. 

By the constitution of 1849 no one can hold 
an office or vote at any election who is not a 
citizen of the State. By the act of March, 
1862, every one of these adherents of the 
Confederate or Provisional Government has 
forfeited his citizenship. They can then only 
vote or hold cilice under tho Constitutional 
Government by force or fraud. Will they bo 
allowed to do so? Our Governor and numer- 
ous disloyal county judges and sheriffs will no 
doubt allow it, and the officers they elect will 
sustain the wrong. Theso treacherous county 
judges will, in violation of the act of March 
15th, 1862, appoint their friends judges of 
elections, and these will permit every traitor to 
vote, and the Governor will commission all 
who are thus elected, and the State be in 6ome 
measure betrayod into the hands of traitors. 

But will the loyal authorities allow this to 
be done? If it is their purpose to interposo 
to uphold the laws, as wo know it is, we advise 
them to look to the action of traitorous county 
judges in their appointment of officers to con- 
duct tho August election. And let them look 
with not less vigilance to the stirrers up of 
sedition and rebellion in the form of Confed- 
erate candidates. 

O" The Boston Courier, alluding to the 
fact that rebel women in some of our cities 
make up mouths at Union officers and soldiers, 
asks whether a pretty woman hasn’t a right 
to pout when and where she pleases. Well, 
we don’t know that a pretty woman has any 
more right to pout than an ugly one. We 
Buppose it a sufficient hardship for a woman to 
be ugly without being denied on that account 
the luxury of pouting. 

But we tell tho Courier that pouting is a 
soft term for the occasional caricatures and 
burlesques of faces that somo of our rebel wo- 
men manage to extemporize at tho sight of a 
Federal uniform. 

SV’Thero is a prospect that the fellows in 
New Orleans who are just now so hot will soon 
be cooled off. About 200 cargoes of ice are 
about to be cleared for that port from Boston 
alone.

CONVALK 8 CB.NTS AT NaSHVILI.K —The COOVA- 
taesnt toldiersat Nashville complain of ill treat- 
ment on the part of the officers in charge of the 
cim P* hospitals. A grsat amount of Ibri 
severity is no doubt iacurrtd by reason of infrac- 
tion of d scipline on the part of the men them- 
selves. Nevertheless everything should be done 
to roaks these poor fellows as comf;rtablo as pos- 
sible under the clrcutnstanres. Th>so who are 
untit for service should be promptly discharged, 
paid, and sent home — not detained in the hospitals 
aud camp i in as sweltering a place as Nashville. 
There is undoubtedly great necessity f.-r reform 
in the “discharge” system of the army. We are 
Informed that a convalescent soldier, who had 
b ten placed on guard, notwithstanding his urgent 
plea of sickness, dropp'd dead on his post 
tome few dajs since, lie belonged to the Twen 
ty fourth Ohio Volunteers, and the circumstances 
of his decease created no little disturbance among 
his fellow ftoMiers. It is also stated that the con- 
valescent camp is equated upon a rise of ground 
nearly desti'n’e of timber, und that this olj'C'ion 
might easily be obviated by extending the line.* 
a short distance so us to embrace some cx :ellent 
shade-trees, This privilege hss been solicited, 
for Homo unt- (.countable reason refused.

for the defence of the ship), cartridges, bug ma- 
terial, percussion and other caps, clothing adapt- 
ed for uuiforms, roflo, sail-cloth, horn p and cord- 
age. masts, tbip timber, tar and pitch, ardent 
Spirits, and other articles of like char acter. 

Tobacco Exhibition. — Tbeanilutl exhibition 
of tobacc j for premiums, givon under the Ken- 
tucky State Agricult oral Society, will beheld 
at the Pickett Warehouse in this city, on W d- 
ncBday next, the 11th inst.

Kaising the Blockade. — On Sunday last tbo 
President's proclamation went into effect opening 
the ports of New Orleans, Beaufort, N. C., and 
Port ll >yal, S C , and they staud open henceforth 
for free commercial intercourse with the world, 
contraband of war excepted. The New Yoi 
Times 6ays a numbor of onterprising shippers atd 
merchants have already put up cargoes and taken 
oat license. 0 , nrder the regulations proscribed by 
Secretary Chaso in bis circulir, and Uncle Sam 
war dogs will hardly ba withdrawn from their 
I>ng watch ero argosies freighted with articles of 
u.ie, of medicine, aud of luxury, to which South 
era eyes have for months been strangers, will 
sail into those harbors aud tako in exchange car 
goes of those staple! for wh*ch our European 
friends do so pine. Our late files cf the French 
and Eoglish journals are tilled with speculations 
as to a possible relnx.Vion of the blockade, which 
appears to have been diplomatically foreshad 
owed in London and Paris; and the capture of 
New Orleans was chi« fly interesting to them as 
bearing upon this all important question. The 
Pre ident’s proclamation, which has now boon 
received at the other side of ths Atlantic, has, 
however, docitled the matter, and without doubt 
the intelligence has been received with the 1 i veil 
oat satisfaction. I*, only remains now that tho 
versels that go in search of the new golden fleece 
sh ill be luccossful in obtaining their cargoes. 
And for this it is necessary, first, that tho cotton 
shall not have boon destroyed, and, fecondlv, 
bat the planters shall bi willing to sell. Wo 
have very little donbt that both the fact and the 
di p eition will prove salisfac'ory. Wild fictions 
have reached us of the burning of cotton along 
the Mnsij&ippi as our flotil'a pushed up. Doubt- 
less a certain quantity has been consumed, but it 
has boon the work of Confederate soldiery spe- 
lly charged with tbb “patriotic” task, and wo 
have yet to receive evidence that a single planter 
has either burned his cotton or sufforod it to be 
burned if he could help it. Already cotton be- 
ins lo reach New O leans from Plaqnomine, acd 
our latest advices report the arrival cf more 
ora up rivtr. Now (hit the blockade is raised 
we shall see what the tff.-ct of the cargoes our 
merchants may take down will bo in inducing the 
rthcoming of tho floculent fibre.

The Expedition ur the Mississippi. — The 
following brief narrative of the progress of the 
expedition gives information from the fleet to the 
12th ult: 

We left New Orleans May 2d, bound to Vicks- 
burg to make a connection with Captain Foote, if 
possible. This ship was the senior of the fleet, 
being attended by soven gunboats. As we passed 
up we found all the villages deserted by the white 
people, who had previously destroyed their cot- 
ton by burning it »r heaving it into the river. 
Millions of dollars' worth of pr* per y were thus 
destroyed. 

We sent cur boats ashore to some of the plan- 
tations whore we saw white people. They would 
b-ig us nor. to harm them, with tears in them evo°. 
IVy had o<*en told we were butchering the wo- 
men and children, plundering and destroying 
prip-rty, and their i*nlv hope was to escaps up 
the river from us, which all that could go had 
done. 

On our way we found only one avowed Union 
man. Ho had a largo plantation, with one thou- 
sind negroes, and a large amount of cotton on 
hand. He had boon waited on by tno military 
authorities, who urged him to destroy his cotton, 
or it would fall into the hands of the Lincolnites, 
•»ut ho refined, and told them that as he had no 
faar of losing it he was determined to protect it 
io the last. Bat he was afraid the people on 
shore would burn it. sf.er wo left. 

Oa arriving at Baton Rouge, tho capital of the 
S ate, we wrnt ashore acd raised the American 
tligon the U. S. Arsenal. The Governor had 
luft, taking all the S’ato papers wi‘h him, and 
loading his capitol at our ineicy. We seized a 
I irgo amount i f coal belonging to the rebel gov- 
ernment, and an extensive foundary, whore they 
h id Keen casting shot and shell;* but private 
property was respected 

We pissed Jeff Davis’s plantation on our way 
up. But he hid left nothing but empty houses 
For the present we are to lie here, sending the 
seven gunboats up to Vicksburg, to destroy th* 
railroad communication at that place, thereby 
cutting off all supplies from the west of the Mis 
sissippi. That hi ing accomplished, they will bo 
in a tight place for supplies. 

At New Orleans things are quiet, and business 
reviving. Confederate notes will not pass cur 
• nt. Uni'ed States Treasury Dotes are as good 
as gold. Gen Burier has seiz'd $2,000,000 in 
npecie belonging to the Confederate?, which had 
•eon p'aced in the haedi <f foreign consuls for 
safety. Ho has also seiz d a large quantity of 
provisions belonging to them. H« has opened a 
free m «rket, where food i9 served out gratis to the 
>>or. He has opined recruiting offiers, and is eu- 
isting men for the United States military service. 
He is gaining the confidence of the people, and 
will become very popular. I think he is tho right 
man in tho right place. 

C»pt. Porter has gone to Mobile with l ho bomb 
d iet, to operate against Fort Morgan. wh»r< l 
hope he may have bettor success than be had at 
Fort Jackson. 

The damage to this ship n so great that we 
will have lo go North to bo decked ; so, after we 
meet Commodore Foote, up the river, wo are to 
il for homo. We have a great number of di-ser- 
ore from the rebel army on board, who wore 
icke l up on the river, coming down in small 
boats. 

The Pensacola and Mississippi sro ^ New 
L'loans; tho Hartford and Rxhmond a* Bitou 
Rouge; ihe Brooklyn, with seven gunboats, 
bound io Vicksburg ; iho Colorado and the Ports- 
tnou h at tho b ir ou'side. Bo w« havo tho river 
at this end entirely u ldor control.

Our mon have moved forward 
tj Fair Osks, five miles from tho city. 

Jeff Davis and Letcher were both at the fight 
yesterday. 

The dead are now being gathered and buried. 
June 3 d — As all tho wounded and many of the 
dead havo been sont to tbo White House by rail 
road, it is impossible to obtain any comet lists of 
the casualties of the past three d iys. 

Monday , 9 P. J/. — Gen. Hooker mado a recon - 
nois<anco to-day on th« Williamsburg turnpike, 
to within four miles of Richmond, without meet- 
ing tho onoiny in force. Thoir pickets kept in 
sight, but retreated at his approach. 

Every one seemo sanguine of tho fall of llie 
rebel capital whon our troops advance for an en- 
gagement.

Southern News — Tho New York Post con- 
tinues its extracts from its files of Richmond 
and other Southern journals: 

Guerillas Authorized in Virginia . — The follow- 
ing resolution, in relation to partisan service, 
was adopted by the Virginia Legislature, May 17, 
1862: 

“Whereas, thh General Assembly places a 
high estimate upon the value of the ranger or 
partisan service in prosecuting the present, war 
to a t-uccessful issue, and'regards it as perfectly 
legitimate, and it beiDg understood that a Fed- 
eral commander on tho northern border of Vir- 
ginia has intimutod his purpose, if fuch service 
b© not discontii ued, to lay waste by tire the 
piortions of cur territory at present under his 
power — 

“ Resolved by the General Assembly, That, in 
its opinion, the policy of employing such rangers 
and partisans ought to be carried out energericil- 
I V, both by the authorities of this State and of 
the Confederate States, without the slightest re- 
gard to such threats ” 

Stores at Memphis . — The Vicksburg Whig re- 
ports that “prudential preparations are being 
made by the government to save the valuable 
stores which have accumulated at Memphip. 
Everything that could be of service to the army 
in the whole city ha3 been turned over to the 
( Ili vials by the business men, and this, too, was 
d ne with tleutnos ct 63* fulness in almost every 
instance. Th© supplies thus secured are enor- 
mous in quantity, and the toldiers will have rea- 
son to thank the generous and patriotic citiz ©ns 
of the Bluff City for a long time. Of course this 
was not done without sacrifices being made in a 
fiw instances, but tbe general verdict Is — better 
thus than that tlrey eh raid fall into the hands of 
tho enemy.” 

The Richmond Whig says: 

“Governor Bavlor, of Arizona, was lately io 
Vicksburg, on bis way to Richmond, and spoke 
very favorably of affairs in that Territory. He 
ia confident (f being able to hold it. Fort Craig, 
he thinka, has ere this fallen into our hand. 1 , and 
Goneral Sibl«^ will soon have Fort Union. Ho 
My 8 between six and seven thousand Mexican 
troops, who had espoused the Federal cau*e, have 
abandoned it and are now with us. Ho speaks 
very highly of tbo country, and says it ia the 
most valuable in tlie ConfaUracy.”

‘In this c mnection(say< tho Petersburg Expreis) 
w’© may add that evidences, which cannot be 
ubted, reach us daily of th© terror which tbe 
Virginia created with the enrire Yankee fleet.

REBEC DISAPPOINTMENT -REBEL HUMILIA- 
TION - KEbEL NEWSPAPERS — BANK OFFI- 
CER5 AND TbE OAT d— COTTON BURNING- 
JUDICIAL ELE wTIONfi— CONTRABAND TRADE 
-THE RAILROAD BRIDGE. 

Nashville, June 1, 1862. 

A gentleman of this county, who visited Cor- 
inth in the early part of May, returned about the 
15th, and imported the rebel army there in fine 
condition, and exceedingly anxious to be led 
against Gen. Hulleck’s army. He brought, as I 
have understood, a number of letters from young 
men in the army to their parents here, the con- 
tents of which sustained his assertions. Some of 
these letters placed the number of Beauregard’s 
army at 150,000 men. The young fellows be- 
lieved that a victory awaited them and confi 
dently asserted that Nashville would be re- 
deemed by the *Lh of July! This idea soon 
spread amongst our rebel population, and they 
awaited tbs battle of Corinth as the har 
binger of glad tidings. You never saw men 
more confident. You could convince them by no 
sort of logic that they were encouraging delusive 
hopes, and were doomed to disappointment. At 
“one fell swoop,” they contended, in spite of all 
you could say, the Fedoral army would be swept 
away, and the victorious Beauregard would march 
to Nashville, and hence to Lonisvile and Circin- 
nati. They read in their favoring sky. the fate 
of the Union mon of Tennessee, all of whom were 
to be punished. Not one was to be spared. But 
what of Beauregard and his army now? A brief 
despatch from Gen. Halleck to Gov. Johnson, 
published Friday afternoon, announced that the 
Union army were in possession of Corinth. Beau- 
regard and his army had fled like scared hares, 
and did not venture to cross swords with the men 
they were to sweep away almo:-' without an 
effort. For a moment the cheeks of our rebels 
blanched with dismay — anon, they pretended 
to doubt the genuineness of the de- 
spatch. Later, they professed to regard 

tlrs evacuation as a splendid stroke of mili- 
tary strategy; and, finally, Saturday morning 
they claimed it aa a victory! What think you of 
thal? Poor devils, I could pity them were they 
less intolerant and proscriptive. They are put to 
the most as&iniue shifts to bolster up their sinking 
fortunes, and seem utterly unconscious of their 
stupidity and folly. They will yet roalize the 
fjftct that the Soutbern Confederacy, in their own 
choice languago, has “gone up,” and that they 
must renew their allegiance to the Government 
against which they turned their parricidal arms. 

The rebels of Nashville are generally of the 
meanest typo. Apostates from principle, and 
dnpes of the disonionists whom they denounced 
anJ defied so late as February, 1861, they seem to 
have abandoned ail regard for principle, truth, 
and decency, and become utterly servile. Their 
masters of the Richmond Despotism can do noth- 
ing which they are not ready to approve. A no- 
table example of their slavlshcess is furnished by 
the conscription law, which you have so justly 
condemned. This measure was first proposed last 
fall by the Richmond Examiner, a newspaper con- 
ducted with demoniacal spirit. The proposition 
was immediately and resolutely opposed by the 
Nashville Patriot, whose course was regarded 
with satisfaction by our rebel*, all of whom vi6W- 
od the proposition as the suggestion of despotism, 
and reprehensible in tb^ last degree. They made 
haste to condemn it, fearirg that it foreshadowed 
the policy of the original leaders of the rebel- 
lion. Now, these men applaud the measure 
as wise and beneficent. Such self abasement 
would be dirgraceful in the most cowardly slave. 
The effect of the measure is to coerce ioto the 
Confederate service for two years more, should 
the war be prolonged that leegth of time, tome 
sixty thousand of their Tennessee brethren, in 
violation of their contract to Eerve for twelve 
months, and of the republican principles in the 
defer c* of which they were led to believe they 
had taken up arm?. At the time ihu^e men vol- 
unteered, there was a call for volunteers for three 
years, or the war, and not one of them responded. 
Had th6y not been accepted fer twelve months* 
they would never hive been in tho hold. Could 
anything be more dishonorable than the action of 
the Richmond usurp jra in taking advantage of 
their position to compel them to become three 
years men ? Can anything be more inhuman 
than the approval of this tyrannical treatment by 
the follow-rebels they left behind— the rebels who 
dupe 1 many of them by false promises and false 
hopes to join thejurmy ? 

Ali of our political and religious newspaper es 
tahlishinents, which sustained the rebellion and 
performed the wicked work of treason, have been 
libelled by the United States Attorney. Some of 
them have been replevied by t heir proprietors, 
aod it is reported that the counsel for the Banner 
has made a motion, in its case, to quash the libel. 
A special term of the Circuit Court will be held iu 
July, when this motion will be considered and de- 
termined. The decision in regard to it will, prob- 
ably, be taken as a precedent in the remaining 
cases. It 13 believed by the friends of the libelled 
press that the court will ifecide the law under 
whosa authority they; have baen arraigned un- 
constitutional, and the traitors permitted to go 
“unwhipped of justice.' 

The bank Presidents are yet on parole, Gqv. 
Johnson giving them further timo to make up 
their minds as to whether they will take the oath 
of allegiance to the Government. These gentle- 
men are politic. Were they satisfied that the 
Confederates would never reposse s Nashville 
they would take the oath without making a wry 
lace. But the lies which have beeu told aboui 
the strength of the Confederate armies keep 
them in dreud. They don’t want to be caught. 
Jeff Davis hangs traitor citizen?; Uncle Bam 
does not; there’s the difference, and the cause of 
much of the rebel obstinacy Gov. Johnson en- 
ceuuters. Niece these bank men have announced 
that a large share of their assets are in Dixie, 
there is much less confidence felt in the solvency 
of their banks, and a growing disposition to de- 
preciate their issues still further. 

A paragraph from a Southern paper, published 
North, states that Beauregard had sent boats 
down the Mississippi river to burn cotton, and 
that a great deal had been burnt. Iafor. nation 

has been received here confirming these state- 
ments. Amongst those who have had their cot- 
ton burnt are a number of citizens of Nashville 
hnd vicinity, who have plantations in Arkansas, 
viz: Wm. Nicbol, R. C. Foster, Sam. Smith, 
Mrs. Jo. Clay, Willo. Williams, and Enoch 
Eiil6y. Their crops were large. Mr. Nichol’s 
was worth $90,000. All of these folk* are rebels, 
and it is well that they have been made to feel 
the curse which their conduct has entailed upon 
the South. 0/ all the extremes of madness and 
folly this burning of cotton i9 the extremest. It 
is nothing more nor less than insanity. Burn on, 
madmen, let every bale be given to tho flames! 
What do you accomplish? You gritfff the faces o f 
the poor in Earops and your own country, who 
are dtpacdsnt upon tha cotton manufacture for 
subsistence; but bow will that advance ycur 
cause? The world already regards you with dis- 
favor on account of your system of slavery, and 
will not the inhumanity of the cotton destruction 
confirm the hatred of your enemies and quicken 
it into activity and hostil) demonstrations? But 
it i9 useless to reason with fools and madmeD, and 
1 dosist. 

On the 21st ult. elections were held in this 
State for the choice cf Judges. In this circuit 
S. D. Frierson, for Chancellor, W. K. Turner, for 
Criminal Judge, and Turner S. Foster, for Circuit 
Court Judge, obtained a majority of the votes 
cast. Frierson Is a Union man, and, I under- 
stand, Judge Turner has recently taken the oath 
of allegiance. It is thought that Foster will get 
a commission from the rebel Governor, Harris, 
and attempt to discharge the duties of the Circuit 
Court Judgeship. If he should he will hnd Gov- 
ernor Johnson an insurmountable barrier. Foster 
is an opeD, undisguised, “conscious” rebel. lie 
has committed the overt act of treason in recruit- 
ing, in this city, men for his brother's company 
in the 1st Tennessee regiment. 1 wrote vim, but 
I should have said youths, for they were chiefly 
youths that he ensnared, and in several 
instances without the knowledge of their 
parents. One of these was a youth un- 
der the enlistment age, and all of them are 
now detained in the army, although their times 
have expired. If a man who has been thus guilty 
should be permitted lo escape and to take a seat 
on the bench, we might as well prepare to suc- 
cumb to treason and traitors. 

The several roads leading from our city are now 
guarded constantly. The object is to prevent the 
shipment of contraband goods South to rebels. I 
take it for graated the step was necessary, or it 
would not have been taken. Indeed, 1 have heard 
it rumored that a thousand pairs of shoes have 
been sent through our lines to Stearns’s cavalry — 
a guerilla band — and that a wagOH load of cav- 
alry i addles left Howerton’s shop in this city, and 
were carried South just before Gen. Mitchell got 
to Huntsville, Alabama. 



Our robel merchants and shop-keepers are in 
trouble jast now. They have small 6tocks on 
hand, acd de.-ire to replenish them, but they can- 
not, unless they take the oath— neither can they 
renew their license unless they discharge that 
little prenquisito. So they growl and snarl, and 
might bite, were they not afraid. The maj mty 
of them will go out of business, and loyal men 
take their placos. This will be a good result, for 
our business men went into tho rebellion &9 a 
t peculation, and some of them made fortunes by 
it. 

Floyd, the rebel General, left the ruins of a 
couple of splendid bridges here, as a memento of 
his visit to Nashville last February. The Gen- 
eral Government ha9 reconstructed the railroad 
bridge, and we shall in a short time have unin- 
terrupted railroad communication with Hunts- 
ville, and, I trust, Memphis. The contractors 
have worked diligently and discharged their obli- 
gations faithfully. No move has been made to- 
wards reconstructing the wire suspension bridge. 
That belongs to a stock co npany and its advant- 
ages are local only. I fear it will be a long time 
before it spans the Cumberland again. 

You do not have much respect for Beauregard 
as a man of voracity. In that you are not sin- 
gular. He would have made a splendid tocofoco 
Editor in tho days when Jerry George Harris was 
famous in Tennessee as the author of the senti- 
ment— “a lie well stuck to is as good as the 
truth.” Beauregard is the naivest Mar in Dixie.

The Emancipation Bill — A Washington 
correspondent of the Baltimore Sun wrote as fol- 
lows on the 28th alt : 

Though the emancipation bill, as reported 
from a select committee of the House, was re- 
jected, it Is likely to be reconsidered, and, with 
an amendment limiting its operations to the 
classes of persons who are made subject to tbe 
confiscation bill, passed. The vote by which 
tho emancipation bill was rejected was very 
close, and several of its opponents will he con- 
ciliated by tho amendment propoeed by Mr. Por- 
ter. Should the House pass the bill in this form, 
it i3 thought the Senate will concur in it, as 
well as in the confiscation measure. The scheme, 
as it will then stand, will not be quite strong 
enough to meet radical views. But, though 
some of the Senators may call it orange water, 
to the Border States it may be aquafortis. Ob- 
jections have 1 1 son made to the Hchemo on tbe 
ground that it will, in some instances, operate 
harshly upon citizens who aro well disposed to- 
wards the Government, but may want time and 
opportunity to profess their loyalty. 

A Proposition to Arm Neoroes.— T he At- 
lanta Confederacy of the 18lh ult. say?: 

We most “fight the devil with fire, by arming 
our negroes to tight the Yankees. There is no 
doubt that in Georgia alone we conld pick up ten 
thousand negroes that would rejoice in meeting 
fifteen thousand Yankees in deadly conflict. We 
would be willing almost to risk the fate of the 
South upon such an encounter in an open field. 

Cotton in Ioioa . — Cotton can be grown success- 
fully in Iowa. We were shown yesterday a speci- 
al ?n of cotton yarn, strong and serviceable, the 
material of which it was composed having been 
cultivated on the farm of Joel Davis, near Pal- 
myra, Warren county. It was planted about the 
1st of June, 1861, and came to maturity without 
the least difficulty. Mr. Davis says that cotton 
may a9 well be grown in Iowa as in North Caro- 
lina. He has cultivated it in both these States, 
and succeeds as well hero as in the Carolines. If 
it is a fact demonstrated that cotton growing can 
be carried on successfully In Iowa, no time should 
be loet in its prompt cultivation .— Iowa State 
Register. 



Washington, June 2. 

The municipal election came off to-day. The 
vote was comprratively small. Walleck was re- 
elected MA f or by about 3,000 majority. All the 
other candidates fur the council, of the uncondi- 
tional Union ticket, were elected.

The Memphis Appeal of May 27ch has this de- 
spatch : “Vicksburg, May 26th.

It is supposed they are 
wailing for reinforcements ” The Appeal says 
the rebel rams can hold ths Mississippi against 
Foote and Farragut.

Harper’s Ferry, Jane 2. 
Major Gardiner, of the 5th New York cavalry, 
has just returned from a rtconnciieanco to 
Charleston. 

On Saturday and yesterday the rebels lift 
Winchester. Contrabands report that a tight oc- 
curred beyond Winchester between Generals 
Fremont and Jackson on Sunday morning. They 
did not learn the result* Winchester was 
thoroughly evacuated. 

The operations here on Thursday and Friday 
rt fleet credit on General Sancton. Bat for his 
efforts Jackson’s forces woold have pushed over 
the railroad bridge towards Baltimore. 

Front Royal, June 2. 
Lieutenant Jenin, of General Shields’s ataflf, 
with 23 of the 1st Ohio cavalry, made u recon 
noissance yesterday, going to Strasburg. Oa his 
return he reported the enemy retreating through 
Sirasburg very rapidly, with their baggage trains 
nearly through. Gen. Bogard with a force was 
immediately ordered to advance to Strisburg and 
cut off the traios. Upon coming within a mile of 
Strasburg he found tbe enemy in great force just 
bsyond the village, and not deeming it prudent 
to attack halted for the night. Much tiring was 
heard yesterdav during the entire day some dis 
tance beyond Str&sborg. Loyal blacks report 
that General Rosecrans had attacked Gen. Jack- 
son and beaten him. The probabilities ara that 
Jackson will be overtaken and a great Uatilo 
fought. 

New York, June 2. 

The Virginia brought 490 released prisoners. 
They left Salisbury oa the 26. h and 27th M a; 
but an accident to the first train, which nearly 
terminated iu throwing all over tho side of a 
bridge fifty feet high, delayed them in Raleigh, 
where the two lots of pi Loners joined. 

New York, Juno 3. 

A Harper s Fei ry special of yesterday jays Gen. 
Sigel succeeds Gen. Buxton as commander of this 
post This morning, wherever Gen. Sigel was re- 
cognized by the troops in his visit to their various 
camps, accompanied by bis predecessor, he wai 
welcomed with enthusiastic cheers. Ilia reputa 
tion will have an inspiring influence upon officers 
and men. Gen. Saxton will report hknself at 
Washington. He has hsd a difficult taek before 
him, bolding Jackson at bav, and Trimbde at the 
head of probably not less than 25,000 *ten, and 
notwithstanding ha had a far inferior f#ro», and 
wa3 seriously embarraeeed by other deficiencies, 
he did not leave until hia task was completed and 
the rebeb had retired.

Major Dwight, Colonel Kenly/, Dr. Stone, and 
other?, are safe at Winchester. A battle is pro- 
gressing at tbe latest accounts from Middleton; so 
ray returned privates. 

Hagb^9T0wn, June 2. 

A pan lid private from Wimcooster Has arrived 
hore to-day. He says that Jackson and Ashby 
were both at Winchester on. Saturday. At one 
o'clock on Sunday morning their army were put 
in motion towards Strasburg, Ashby taking tho 
route along the north of tb* Mountain. Shortly 
after dayligh', on Sunday, ho heard firing in the 
direction of Middletown till he reached Martins 
burg. Secessionists told Ix'in that Jackson h id 
encountered Shields and Fremont at Middletown, 
where Jackson was defeated and lost ten guns. 

Information received stales* that Jackson had 
twenty-one regiments of iniantry and fifty-two 
guns. All prisoners were ivetl treated. The sick, 
wcunded, and disabled, 03 weal as the surgeons of 
the hospital?, stewards, and nurse?, were parol 
ed. Only a small portion v u?e taken along with 
the rebel cavalry. They claim to have taken 
2,000 prisoners. 

From Gen. McClellan’s Headquarters. 
Wo have taken some 600 prisoner?, among 
whom are several prominent officers. 

On Sunday as soon as it was light tho fight was 
resum'd by Gen. Sumner with marked success, 
The tight lasting nearly the whole day. The 
rebels were driven at every point with heavy 
loss. Tbe ground gained by Gen. Sumner was 
about two and a hair miles. 

Gen. Hein’zelman succeeded on Sunday morn 
ing in retaking the ground lost the day boforo by 
Gen. Casey, after a severe struggle. Our loss in 
the two davs’ engagements in killed and wounded 
is about 200. A great number are misring, who 
will probably return, having strayed away. Ail 
the enemy’s killed and moat of lh>air wounded fell 
into cur hands. 

The country in which the battle was fought i 
swampy, with thick underbrush, and most of the 
fighriug was iu the woods Owing to the nature 
of the ground, very little artillery was used. 

Both balloons wero up nearly all day yesterday, 
All the troops left Richmo id and marched out in 
the direction of tho battle-field. 

The railroad has been of inestimable service, 
the cars running to within a mile and a half of 
the battle-field, bringing forward ammunition and 
supplies The wouudeJ were immediately put 
aboard the cars and sent t) the White Home. 

Gen. McClellan arrived on the battle field 
Saturday evening, where ho has remained lever 
since, directing ali tbe movements in parson, llis 
presence among the troops had a most splendid 
effect. Four roparate charges with the bayonet 
were made during yesterday. In one instance 
the enemy were driven a mile, during which 17: 
rebels were killed with tho bayonet alone. 

Lieut. Washington, aide to Gen. Jo Johnson, 
was taken prisoner. The enemy’s dead left on 
the field amount to over twelve hundred. Gen 
Howard was wounded twice in tho arm. Colonel 
Miller, of the 8l9t Pennsylvania and C« 1 Rippy 
of Pittsburg, were kilLd, and Cel. Campbell of 
Pennsylvania was wonnded in tbe thigh.

Jefferson City, Mo., June 2. 
TheStat) Convention met, in Repreientative 
Hall at noon, President Wilson in ih* Chair. 
There not being a quorum present they adjourned 
till 5 P. M , when tin convention reassembled 
and Droceeded to business, there being eight 
members more than a quorum present. 

A communication from the Governor was re- 
ceived and read. He reviews the history of the 
state < f affairs for the past year in detail, espe- 
cially in reference to the Provisional Government 
In raising and supplying troops, and expresses the 
obliga'ion the Strto is under to the General Gov- 
ernment for the promptness and liberality with 
which its wants have been supplied. 

There have been issued to disbursing officers 
$720,000 in Stale defence warrants, and a 
further amount of $55,000 will have to be issued. 
Ose hundred thousand dollars have been re- 
deemed by receipts for taxes from 41 counties. 
The depreciation of this paper the Governor at- 
tributes to interested parties, but gives assurance 
that it is better secured than any bank paper 
in the State, as it L receivable for taxes and in 
one year will all be redeemed; besides this, it has 
the collateral security of bank stock, and the 
debt will be assumed by the Gsneral Govern- 
ment. 

The provisional government began with an 
empty treasury. The State credit was gone, ba- 
cause the interest of our debt was not paid; 
sheriffs resigned rather than collect taxes, and 
even now only forty-one conn* ies have retained 
tax boobs for 1861, and out if $640,220 due 
from thorn only $253,386 have been paid 
in. From seventy- three c mntus not heard from 
tbe amount due is very large, but officers are 
finding it more easy to make collections, and al- 
together the condition of things is not worse than 
when the present authorities received control of 
t*i« government. 

The boLdfeolders will hardly expect* tbe July 
interest to be paid, but do not doubt the ability 
of tire State lo pay ultimately. The appointment# 
to fill the county offices made vacant by incum- 
bents refusing to take the oath of allegianca have 
generally been acceptable. 

In most parts of the State courts of justice are 
open and the laws pre perly administered, but in 
others disturb mce and crime are perpetrated un- 
der the name cf guerilla warfare. Bafficieut force, 
is now ready, however, to compel the cessation of 
such outrages. 

Troops hostile to the people and institutions of 
the Slate have been supplanted by home volun- 
teers who will bo les9 objectionable. The praise 
cf securing peace and prosperity will be due under 
the providence of God to the patriotism and wis- 
dom of the convention. 

Much remains to be done, and nothing must be 
allowed to distract the attention and onergy of 
allclas es of the people fiom the means hereto- 
fore employed. 

The Governor is doubtful os to the witdom of 
electing Members cf Congress seventeen mouths 
before taking their seats, as qnestiona may come 



up for consideration different from those on which 
they were elected; but he ventured no recommen- 
dation on the subject as to the ordinance passtd 
last November, ordering an election of executive 
officers, and for the ratification of the provisional 
governmiu*, whieh was postponed till the CDming 
August. 

He submits whether it anould not be annulled 
in view of the fact that 30,000 citizeus are ab- 
sent from the State as volunteers who ought to 
have a voice in this matter. As to an oath of 
loyalty for the qualification of votera, ha sub- 
mits the question without recommendation, al- 
though he thinks the State ought to be protected 
against the influence of those who have been 
recreant to its interests. 

Resolutions were passed authorizing the Preri- 
_ en t to appoint committees on Congressional Dis- 
trict Election 3 , Elective Franchise, Finance, Mil- 
itia, and State Constitution. 

Some members are confident that the qaestion 
of emancipation will ho voted out of a considera- 
tion in the convention, while others are sanguine 
that the President’s propositions will be diaemsad 
and recommended. A 1 1 seem resolved on strin- 
gent measures against allowing active secesrion- 
ata to vote at tiro approaching election.

There is no doubt that most of the rebel troops 
retreated to Grand Junction.

The koen, black 
eve was as bold and unwavering as ever, and 
neither cboek blanched nnr muecle quiv- 
ered. Hie interview terminated, the lad 
words of which, as 1 was infoimcd, were: 
“I die an honest and an innocent mir’’ 
He took his seat upon Ihe coffin, his coat was but- 
toned across hU bres-t, arms pioionsd from be- 
hind, eyes bandaged, and of hia own accord ha 
leaned hack against the tree. Such was tho im- 
perturbable self pos e-sion of the man, how wer, 
that even then, shut out from the w. rid ft r the 
last time, with only a moment bridging the i it. r - 
val between time and eternity, he took the ptios 
to make himself comfortable by moving his head 
fr .m side to side on the tree, that it might rest 
easily upon the rough ridges of the bsrk.
